There he was treated to sih er 
shoes, and given as near as possible, a 
look of recognition, so that when his 
mistress enters the stables none appears 
more glad to see her than he. The 
horse is groomed, blanketed and at- 
tended as carefully as if alive. His bed 
is always made, and his manger is al- 
ways full of hay.—Pittsburgh Cor.

adooted by a large majority. 
It was during Uie second administration o 
Governor Fenton that the Constitutional 
Convention of 18K7 was held, It beginning Its 
session on June 4th. 1867, and finally adjourn- 
ing February 8th, 1868. 
Its proposed consti- 
tution, excepting the judiciary article, was 
rejected by the peopla.at the election ofrt869 
In Governor Dlx's administration the Con- 
stitutional Commission held its sittings In 
tbls city. 
The Constitution framed by the conven- 
tion of 1867 contained several provisions, 
the essential principles of which were felt 
to be desirable In the organic law, and 
among them was the 
clause forbidding 
tbe Legislature to audit claims, and the 
sections relative to public works and 
prisons. Governor Hoffman, In Ills mes 
sage to the Leglsture of 1878, had recom- 
mended that a commission'of thirty-two 
citizens, to be made up by the selection 
of an equal number from each of the two 
great political parties, four from each Judicial 
district, be created for the purpose of ef- 
fecting a thorough revision of tne constitu • 
tlon, and tbe Legislature according ly au- 
thorized the appointment of such a com- 
mission, which met at Albany December 4tn, 
1872, and finally adjourned March 15th. W73. 
The work of this body, after some modifica- 
tions by the Legislature and considerable 
delay, was finally adopted In 
1876. 
I have thus stated the principal changes 
made In the Constitution of the State and 
the administrations under whlcn they were 
made.

pnate upon the occasion. It was during the 
Incumbency of the flrst executive that the 
state was distracted by the contest over the 
adoption of the federal constitution. He 
was an active and earnest 
member 
and the President of the Convention which 
assembled at Pooglikeepsle In 1788 for the 
purpose of considering that Instrument. 
With honest and outspoken conviction, he 
opposed Ita ratification by this State with all 
his energy and ability; but when It was 
adopted by tbe small majority of three, he 
Kave the Constitution his unqualified al- 
legiance and on retiring from the chair and 
closing the proceedings he made a memor- 
able speech, loyally acquiescing In the result 
of the convention. 
John Jay, who succeeded him In 1795—the 
brilliant, large-minded Jurist andnrst Amer- 
u an statesman, tbe author ol the State Con- 
stitution—entered npon the discharge ot his 
•xt ciitlve duties and the plaudits of the en 
tire btate. Yet In less than three months, 
owimi to 
the 
unpopularity 
of 
his 
recent treaty with England, the terms of 
of which were unknown at the time he en- 
tered on his official career, he was burned In 
cfflgy In Philadelphia, and In New York and 
other cities In the State. Bnt before bis admin • 
Istratlon closed, by what Mr. Van Buren 
termed the "sober second thought of the 
people." he WHS restored In public confi- 
dence to more than hl§ former popularity 
and ro elected Governor of the State. 
Six ot the Governors of this State were 
what may be termed "War Governors," one 
of whom was George Clinton, who, as I

1807, served continuously until 1816, when he 
was again elected, but after a short service 
be was elected Vice-President, and resigned 
the Governorship.

g on Randolph street, 


arc White's Grand Theater and the Win- 
sor block, and a smaller building used 
as a restaurant. 
The flames leaped 


across the alley and began to eat 
into the 
theater. 
First 
the 
roof 


caught, and soon fell in with a terrible 
crash, firing the whole interior of the 
building, after driving away the men who 
had been working on the Ferry block 
through the windows of the theater. The 
crashing window glass was the signal for 
increased fury of the flames, which 
seemed to laugh at the efforts of the fire- 
men. 
An immense crowd blocked the 


streets in every direction, and at times 
were in the way of the department. 


By ten o'clock the Ferry block was a 


mass of flames and the walls had com- 
menced to Jail, creating something of a 
panic among the throng of idle spectators. 
Numerous 
narrow 
escapes 
occurred 


among the firemen, who worked close to 
the flarfles, wrapped in repeatedly soaked 
but rapidly drying clothes. By 10:30 
White's Theater had, been- seized by 
the flre, and toy eleven tie fire- 
men were compelled 
to turn their 


attention more to saving the build- 
ings on the opposite side of Randolph 
street, although still keeping numerous 
streams of water playing on the burning 
building. At eleven o'clock fhe men of 
No. 3 Fire Company raised a ladder in 
front of the theater to get a better chance 
at the flames. Finding the rapidly ad- 
vancing flre would prevent any effective 
work at that point, the men were de- 
scending the 
ladder, and had about 


reached the ground, when several feet of 
the cornice fell on the ladder-wagon. 
Captain Richard Filbin was struck on 
the head 
by the 
bricks 
and 
in- 


stantly 
killed, 
and 
Fireman 


White was badly but not fatally in- 
jured. Soon after the flames spread to 
the Wesson block, on the corner of Ran- 
dolph and Croghan streets, and that 
building 
was 
quickly 
envetoped 
in 


flames. Although the buildings across 
the street were threatened, and caught 
once or twice, the department managed 
to keep the flre within the square named, 
and by twelve o'clock it was fully under 
control. Last night the flames were still 
raging fiercely, but had been confined 
within the walls of the buildings already 
mentioned. 
During the worst of the flre the wind 


had been from the south, and the single 
building on the corner of Lafayette and 
Randolph streets was not serftwsly in- 
jured, but all the rest of the square was 
a total loss. The burned district be- 
longed to what is known as the Brush es- 
tate, having been the site of the old home- 
stead. D. M. Ferry & Co. built their mam- 
moth 
establishment 
six years 
ago. 


White's Theater was originally built to 
accomjnodate the Peninsular Saenger- 
bund, a Michigan off-shoot of the North 
American Saengerbnnd. 
The company 


was organized in 1880, and this Music 
Hall was built at that time, being opened 
with an annual feast August 30th, 1880. 
D. M. Ferry & Co.'s building occupied 
half the square, being one of the largest 
lu the city. 
Their seed bnsiness was 


probably the largest in the United States. 
In the building burned 
to-day 400 


people 
are 
usually 
employed, 
be- 


sides 400 more 
employed on 
their 


immense farms outside the city. It was 
providential that the flre occurred on a, 
holiday, as otherwise the loss of life1 
would have probably been very great. 
Definite figures of losses can not be 
given, but the total will fall not far short 
of $2,000,000. The stock alone in D. 
M. Ferry & Co.'s is estimated 
to 


have 
been 
worth 
from 
$1,000,000 


to 
91,200,000, 
and 
their 
building 


was valued at ?260,000. As to the 
origin of the flre there are no well-de- 
flned theories. Some ot the employes 
hint at incendiarism, claiming that there 
were no fires in the part of the building 
flrst attacked by the flames, and that some 
outside agency must have been respon- 
sible for the flre. The officers ot the 
company are completely at a loss to ac- 
count for the origin of the fire.

Death of Thomas Godfrey.

Sometimes s twofold drainage of tbe 


upper, as well as the under, aspect of 
the soil may be practiced—that is, 
draining the subsoil and increasing the 
evaporation of the surf ace water. The 
cutting down of forests in malarious 
countries has often proved an excellent 
means of amelioration; because, by re- 
moving eveiy obstacle to the direct 
action oi the sun's rays on tne surface 
of the' soil, its humidity during the warm 
season is sometimes entirely exhausted. 
In spite of universal experience of this 
fact, a school originating with the great 
Koman physician, . Lancisi, has sus- 
tained the contrary, counseling the 
maintenance and even the extension oi 
forests in malarious countries 
Lancisi 


•was completely possessed with the 
"palnstral prejudice," and believed that 
the malaria generated in the Pomptine 
Marshes, andattaeking such townships 
as CSsterna, w*s intercepted, if only 
K 


rtially, by the forests between, and 
therefore opposed the cutting down 


of the trees and recommended increased 
planting. 
He did not know that the 


malaria was already in the soil and 
covered by the forest in question. Some 
thirty years ago the Caetani family, to 
whom Cisterna belongs, cut down tha 
forest,,and twenty years thereafter Dr. 
Tommasi-Crudeli was able to show that 
the ' health of the neighborhood had 
greatly improved in consequence. A 
commission appointed by the Minister 
of Agriculture investigated the whole 
subject of the coexistence of woods with 
malaria, and in its report issued in 1884 
completely disproved the theory ol 
Lancisi and confirmed that of Dr. Tom- 
masi-Crndell 
Absorbent plants have been suggested 


and used as a means of drawing numid- 
itv from the soil, not without success in 
certain countries really malarious. Tha 
prejudice that the malaria is due to the 
putrescent decompositions of the soil 
has, in Italy, led to the choice of the 
^Eucalyptus globulus as the tree best 
adapted to combat the poison, the idea 
being'tnat the eucalyptus, which grows 
very rapidly, dries the humid earth, 
and at the same time by the aroma ol 
its leaves destroys tue so-called mias- 
mata. 
No genuine instance of tha 


eucalyptus having succeeded in its al- 
lotted task is yet Ten own to Dr. Tom- 
maii-Crudeli, though he does not say 
that its success is impossible. Had its 
Italian patrons studied its action in its 
native Australia, where it flourishes 
much better than in Italy, they would 
have known that there are eucalyptus 
forests in those latitudes where malaria 
is very prevalent, as has been shown 
by Prof. Liversidge, of the University 
of Sydney.— Popular Science Monthly.

Petrified Human Eyes. 


Mr. William E. Curtis, Secretary of 


the South American Commission al 
Washington, brought to this city some 
time ago a curious collection of petri- 
fied human eyes, which he obtained in 
Peru. He took the eyes to Tiffany & 
Co.'s and left them there to be polished 
and mounted m gold in the form of a 
necklace. Three of the most competent 
workmen of the establishment were as- 
signed to the remarkable order. The 
complete eye ball, which is soft as an 
onion, and resembles iridescent glass, 
was cut into four or five layers, which 
were subjected to a powerful friction 
to obtain the desired finish. 


On the first few eyes all went well, 


and the samples of the work were de- 
clared quite satisfactory. Some days 
later, however, one of the men com- 
plained of a bitter metallic taste in his 
mouth, accompanied 
by a burning 


fever. His illness was so severe that 
he was confined to his house for a 
week. Both the other men were also 
attacked with the same symptoms, al- 
though the disease was much less se- 
vere. 
The work was immediately 


stopped and Mr. Curtis was communi- 
cated with. 
There are* about two 


hundred eyes in the collection, and 
much waste is said to ensue from the 
slicing process. A reporter was in- 
formed by one of the employes of Tif- 
fany & Co. that the disease was thought 
to be caused by the acids and 'poisons 
used in embalming the bodies of the 
Incas, from whom the curious collec- 
tion is supposed to have come.—N. Y. 
Berald.

An Italian scientist, M. Mantegazza, 


baa recently written a study on the 
science of wrinkles. He believes that a 
man's history can be written from his 
wrinkles. Entering into a description 
of the different varieties and their 
meanings, he says that those across the 
forehead are found even in children 
who are rickety or idiots- Going in 
the sun with the face insufficiently cov- 
ered brings them on prematurely. But 
they are in every case normal at forty, 
or even earlier. Verticle wrinkles be- 
tween the eyes come quickly to men 
who study or who worry themselves. 
This can readily be imagined; the eye- 
brows contract naturally when in deep 
thought; grief or worry produces the 
same" action, which, when repeated 
frequently, produces a fold in the skin, 
marking 
emotion 
undergone many 


times. 
One of the rules of the Jesuits 


was that the eyebrows were not to be 
contracted. This was excellent from a 
moral point of view, and it was also ex- 
cellent to prevent wrinkles between 
the eyes. 
Between these and the 


straight lines on the forehead already 
mentioned, come the arched wrinkles 
of the forehead, found above the roof 
of tne nose. These often tell of Ion" 
and cruel physical suffering, or of stifl 
more painful mental torture. They arise 
from a great development of the verti- 
cal wrinkles and the resistance of the 
skin above. The crow's-feet mark tha 
fortieth year. They are especially de- 
tested by ladies, says M. Mantegazza; 
and he forthwith relates an anecdote ol 
a lady who succeeded in keeping off the 
dreaded visitation long after it was due 
by the expedient of using springs 
to keep the skin stretched at night 
at the torners of the eyes. 
These 


wrinkles are characterized by furrows 
which diverge from the external angles 
of the eye in all directions, like the 
claws of the bird from which they are 
named. The wrinkles of the nose are 
lens frequent and less noticeable, and 
appear in old age. Those which de- 
scend from the nostrils down each side 
of the mouth (the rides naso labiales) 
are perhaps the first to appear. The 
reason is simple. These furrows are 
created iu laughing or mastication; a 
simple smile is sufficient to produce 
them; so it is not surprising the repeti- 
tion of the commonest acts should soon 
be graven on the face. They are also 
hereditary. M. Mantegazza had them 
when he was twenty-two years of age, 
and his children had them from their 
earliest years 
The wrinkles of the 


cheeks and chin follow the oval of the 
face, and are caused by a diminution of 
the fatty substance under the skin, 
which then falls into folds 
The small- 


er wrinkles which form a network in 
the lower part of the cheeks near the 
ears have the same origin, and only ap- 
pear in old age. Those found in the 
upper e\ elids, and s ometimes in the 
lower, which give the eyes an air oi 
fatigue, are the results of hard living, 
griel or worry.— Christian Union.

How They Are Detected by tlie Fair Em- 


ployes of the Redemption Division. 
There is a very large amount of coun- 


terfeit paper afloat, and some of it finds 
its way to the Treasury, when it is dis- 
covered in the Redemption Division. It 
is here that all the money sent in from 
outside sources is counted and exam- 
ined 
The counting and sorting are 


done by ladies, and they are the most 
expert in the country. They can tell a 
counterfeit instinctively, with eyes open 
or shut, and there is not a bank cashier 
in the United States, or even amoug the 
large contingent now sojourning in 
Canada, who could compete with them 
in the matter of determining counter- 
feits. They can tell a spurious bill as 
far as they can see it, and the mere 
handling of the paper is enough tor 
them to decide upon it* genuineness. 
The silk paper upon which Treasury 
notes are printed can only be. made by 
expensive machinery, and it is a felony 
to even manufacture the blank paper 
without due authority. Under the cir- 
cumstances all counterfeits are printed 
upon inferioi paper, which lends this 
great facility in the matler of detection. 
A guide was once taking a partv of vis- 
itors through the Redemption Division, 
and was expatiating upon the expert- 
ness of the fair money-handlers in this 
respect He solemnly assured the party 
that one o* the girls had detected a 
counterfeit in tbe middle of a pile of 
money six inches thick, by merely see- 
ing the thin edge of it. This imagin- 
ative public servant has been dis- 
charged, but after all it was only an ex- 
aggeration of a demonstrated fact 
To 


a stranger it seems more like diablery 
than the possession of trained vision 
and a delicate sense of touch m the de- 
tection of counterfeits. 


These female experts receive sevenly- 


five dollars a month for their services. 
They do nothing but count from nine 
in the morning until four in the after- 
noon, and their hands move with a 
rapidity seldom acquired by the most 
expsrt bank clerks. But they make no 
mistakes. A miscount or a counterfeit 
overlooked comes out of the wages of 
the one making the error, and two or 
three mistakes a month would wipe out 
a girl's salary, as some of the bills 
handled are very large. The great 
drawback of the position is the poison 
absorbed by the continuous handling of 
money. The backs of ail Treasury 
notes are printed with a pigment which 
consists chiefly of Paris green. Small 
particles of this substance are absorbed, 
and in a year or two the girl who may 
have entered the Treasury smooth 
skinned and healthy finds herself a vic- 
tim of lassitude, and with her hands 
and face broken out in malignant sores. 
Each employe is 
furnished with a 


sponge to moisten the fingers while 
counting. A new one is supplied every 
morning, and by evening its color will 
have changed to a dull black by the ac- 
tion of the poison. Notwithstanding 
this drawback there is never any diffi- 
culty in tilling vacancies.—Washington 
Letter.
